At such arate, 
the one grand result of the rebellion and war,

And as God is engaged in the public and for- 
mal trial of this case, we may suppose that he 
will not suffer so public, formal and glaring a de- 
fiance of his laws, and abuse of power, and pros- 
titution of justice, te go umpunished. It was 
Washington who said, in his first Inaugural Ad- 
dress, “that the propitious smiles of heaven can 
never be expected on a nation that disregards the 
eternal rules of order and right which Heaven itself 
has ordained.” If our present rulers are forget- 
ful of those laws against the crossing of which 
Washington warned us, and unconscious in this 
challenge of the attributes of the Almighty, so 
much the more mournful is the spectacle, that 





l they never were in rebellion, and that, in conse- 
quence, that privilege would not be interfered 
with, except their own tastes should alter, but 
‘| they should be permitted to roast and eat as 
>| many human beings as they might conceive to be 
pleasing to their deity, as a divinely appointed 
domestic sacrifice and feast. But we have nomore 
right to permit slavery than cannibalism, or to 
enter into a covenant to protect slavery, as an 
established institution, than cannibalism. Canni- 
balism finishes its victims, but slavery is a per- 
petuated living death from generation to genera- 
tion. We have no more right to barter away a 
man’s freedom than his life, and no more right to 
say that because another is the owner of a man's 
parents, therefore he shall be the owner of his 
children, than to decree that a man who murder- 
-]ed his neighbor acquires thereby the right to 
:| murder and eat his neighbor's children, and 
grand-childreu. 

We have no more right to give to a loyal man 
the ownership of his slaves, than to a rebel. We 
have no more right to decree or guarantee that 
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loyalists shall not be set free, than we have to 
enter into an agreement with the rebels that on 
condition of their renouncing their rebellion, the 
Wives, mothers, and children of their slaves shall 
be kept slaves forever. We have no more right 
to agree that if they return to their loyalty by 





the wives, mothers, and children of the slaves of 


men, from sheer destitution of the sense of jus- 
tice, should impale themselves and the nation on 
the spikes of God's inevitable wrath. 

If ye have not been faithful in that which is 
another man’s, who shall give you that which is 
your own? Our denial of justice to the enslay- 
ed, our justification of their slavery, by the pre- 
tence of an oath like Herod’s,a compact with 
Satan, and our doctrine or affirmation that. the 
only way in which we can act justly is by the 
war-power, takes away our own rights, stabs the 
very life of them, destroys the only footing on 
which we can defend them. Itis the political creed 
of some, which they hold more binding than the 
Bible, that we are bound by the Constitution to 
injustice, and are released to righteousness only 
by the war-power. Now that government is not 
worth stauding, and that Constitution worth only 
sweeping away, which cannot do justice for jus- 
tice’ sake, and by uneradicable authority in the 
nature of all righteous government ; but this pre- 
tence, if we sanction it, is a knife to the throat uf 
our own liberties. We bhave run to Satan for 
authority to execute justice, instead of going to 
God, and if God leaves us there, we are lost. 
We have sheltered ourselves under the war-pow- 
er for the right of giving freedom, when it is the 
demand of our Constitution, and this ig a fatal 
admission, a fatal precedent, to say that there is

ter on the quartermaster-general; for commissa- 
ry supplies, by his chief commissary on the com- 
missary-general, Xe. No such requisitions have 
been to my knowledge made upon the Sceretary 
of War, and none upon the General-in-Chief. 

2. On several occasions, Gen. MeClellan has 
telegraphed to me that his army was deficient in 
certain supplies. All these telegrams were im- 
mediately referred to the heads of bureaus with 
orders to report. It was ascertained that in every 
instance the requisitions had been immediately 
filled, except one, where the quartermaster-gener- 
al had been obliged to send from Philadelphia 
certain articles of clothing, tents, &c., not having 
a full supply here. There has not been, so far as 
I could ascertain, any negleet or delay in any de- 
partment or bureau, in issuing all supplies asked 
for by Gen. McClellan or by the officers of his 
staff Delays have occasionally occurred in for- 
warding supplies by rail, on account of the 
crowded condition of the depots, or of a want of 
cars ; but whenever notified of this, agents have 
been sent out to remove the difficulty. Under

From all the information I can obtain, I am of 
opinion that the requisitions from that army have 
been filled more promptly, and that the men, as a 
general rule, have been better supplied than our 
armies operating in the West. ‘The latter have 
operated at much greater distances from the sour- 
ces of supply, and have had far less facilities for 
transportation. In fine, I believe no armies in the 
world, while in campaign, have been more prompt- 
ly or better supplied than ours. 

3. Soon after the battle of Antietam, Gen. Me- 
Clellan was urged to give me information of his 
intended movements, in order that if he moved 
between the enemy and Washington, reinforce- 
ments could be sent from this place. On the Ist 
of October, finding that he purposed to operate 
from Harper’s Ferry, I urged him to cross the 
river at once, and give battle to the enemy, 
pointing out to him the disadvantages of delay- 
ing till the autumn rains had swollen the Poto- 
mac and impaired the roads. On the 6th of 
October, he was peremptorily ordered to “ cross 
the Potomac and give battle to the enemy or 
drive him South. Your army must move now 
while the roads are good.” It will be observed 
that three weeks have elapsed since this order 
was given. ; 

4. In my opinion there has been no such want 
of supplies in the army under Gen. McClellan as 
to prevent his compliance with the orders to ad- 
vance against the enemy. Had he moved to the 
south side of the Potomac, he could have receiv-

5. On the 7th of October, in a telegram in re- 
gard to his intended movements, Gen. McClellan 
stated that it would require at least three days 
to supply the first, lifth, and sixth corps, that 
they needed shoes and other indispensable arti- 
cles of clothing, as well as shelter tents. No 
complaint was made that any requisitions had 
not been filled, and it was inferred from his lan- 
guage that he was only waiting for the distribu- 
tion of his supplies. On the 1Lth, he telegraphed 
that a portion of his supplies sent by rail had 
been delayed, 

As already stated, agents were immediately 
sent from here to investigate this complaint, and 
they reported that everything had gone forward. 
On the same date (the L1th,) he spoke of many 
of his horses being broken down by fatigue. On 
the 12th he complained that the rate of supply 
was only “ one hundred and fifty horses per week 
for the entire army there and in front of Wash- 
ington.” L immediately directed the qiarter- 
master-general to inquire into this matter, and 
report why a larger supply was not furnished, 


General Meigs reported, on the i4th, that the 
average issue of horses to Genera! MecClellan’s 


army in the field and in front of Washineton, for 
the previous six weeks had been 1459 per week, 
or 8,754 in all. In addition, (iat large unmbers 
of mules had been supplied, cud that the number 
of animals with General McClellan's ariny on the 
Upper Potomac was over thisty-oue thousand. 
He also reported that he was tlien sending to that 
army all the horses he could procure. 

On the 18th, Gen. McClellan stated, in’ regard 
to Gen. Meigs’ report that he had filled every 
requisition for shoes and clothing: “ Gen. Meigs 
may have ordered these articles to be forwarded, 
but they have not reached our depots; and un- 
less greater effort to insure prompt transmission 
is made by the department of which Gen, Meigs 
is the head, they might as well remain in New- 
York or Philadelphia, so far as this army is con- 
cerned.” T immediately called Gen. Meig»’ atten- 
tion to this apparent neglect of his department. 
On the 25th, he reported as the result of his in- 
vestigation, that 48,000 pairs of boots and shoes 
had been received by the quartermaster of Gen, 
MecClellaw’s army at Harper's Ferry, Frederick, 
and Hagerstown ; that 20,000 pairs were at Har- 
per’s Ferry depot on the 2st: that 10,000 mor 
were on their way, and 15,000 morc ordered. 
Col. Ingals, aid-de-camp and chief quarterinaster 
to Gen. McClellan, telegraphed on the 25th: 
“The sufferine for want of clothing is exXae@ver- 
ated, | think, and certainly might have been 
avoided by timely requisitions of regimental aud 
brigade commanders. On the 24th he telegraph 
ed to the quartermaster-veneral that the clothine

Gen. Burnside’s address —The following 
order was issued by Gen. Burnside on taking 
command of the army; 

“In accordance with General Orders No. 182, 
issued by the President of the United States, I 
hereby assume command of the Army of the Po- 
tomac. Patriotism, and the exercise of my every 
energy in the direction of this army, aided by the 
full and hearty co-operation of its officers and 
men, will, I hope, under the blessing of God, in- 
sure its success, 

Having been a sharer of the privations and a 
witness of the bravery of the old Army of the 
Potomac in the Maryland campaign, and fully 
identified with them in their feeling of respect 
and esteem for Gen. McClellan, enter tained through 
a long and most friendly association with him, I 
feel that itis not asa stranger I assume com- 
mand. 

To the Ninth Army Corps, so long and inti- 
mately associated with me, I need say nothing. 
Our histories are identical. 

With diffidence for myself, but with a proud 
confidence in the unswerving loyalty and deter- 
mination of the gallant army now entrusted to 
my care, | accept its control with the steadfast as- 
surance that the just cause must prevail. 

(Signed,) A. E. Burnsipe, 
Major-General Commanding.

"ERIES AT NINEVEH, CON- 
I THE TRUTH OF THE 
BIBLE, 


The discoveries of Layard at Nineveh, 
thongh enrions and instrnetive in all respects, 
#re most important from the light they throw 
on Seripture. In reading the narrative of the 
bold explorer, we seem to be transported back 
to the days of the Hebrew prophet ; for sub- 
stantially tie same ianners and customs pre- 
vail in Mesopotamia now as did three thousand 
years ago. ‘There are still the lodges in the 
cucumber gardens, which Isaiah deserives; the 
oxen still tread out the corn; the vessels of 
bulrushes may still be seen; and the wild asses 
of the desert, so poetically alluded to in Job, 
still watch the traveller from a distance, pause 
for him to draw near, and then gallop away 
to the shadowy horizon. To realize the Old 
Testament, Layard should be read, The 
aucient portion of the Bible ceases to he the 
dim, far off record it has heretofore appeared ; 
light gleams all along its pages; its actors live 
aud move before us; we become ourselves 
sharers in the story; and the past, for the 
moment, is vivificd into the present. 

The confirmation of the truth of the Scrip- 
ture derived from the sculptures of Nineveh, is 
not less remarkable. The bas-relicfs on the 
walls of the palaces, now just restored to light, 
after being entombed for nearly two thousand 
years, verify, perpetually, the Hebrew Bible. 
There is still to be seen the wild bull in the 
net, mentioned by Isaiah; the Babylonian 
princes in vermillion, with dyed attire on their 
heads, described by Ezckiel, and warriors 
bringing the heads of their enemies in caskets, 
to cast them down at the palace gates, as was 
done with the seventy sous of Ahab. There, 
too, are painted shields, hung on the walls of 
besieged towns, as we are told by the Jewish 
prophet, he beheld at Tyre, There are forts 
built over against the beleagured city; the 
king placing his foot on the necks of the captive 
princes; and the idols of the conquered carried 
away by the victors, precisely as described by 
Hosea and other sacred authors. There are 
also the Asyrian gods, still the same as when 
their portraits were drawn, five-and-twenty 
centuries ago—cat from the trees of the forest, 
decked with silver and gold, fastened with nails,

star to which Amos alludes is yet on those 
palace walls, above the horned eup of the idol, 
though the worshippers have been dead for 
thonsands of years, and though the wild beasts,

Even the enormous circumference which Jo- 
nah gives to the walls of Nineveh is fully cor- 
roborated. The three days’ journey of the 
prophet is still required to make the cirenit of 
the great ruins on the East bank of the Tigris; 
for the people of Mesopotamia build their 
cities as the Hindoos still constract theirs. 
First one hing erected a palace, around which 
grew up a town; then a new monarch built 
one, for fresh air, ou the verge of the open 
country, whither soon followed another town; 
and this process continued until several con- 
tigious cities were decaying and being erected; 
all passing, however, under the general name, 
aml covering together an extent of ground 
Which would otherwise be incredible, The 
light thrown on Scripture, the confirmation 
afforded to the Bible by these recent discoveries 
at Nineveh, is so remarkable, that it almost 
seems as if that ancient city, after being buried,
